Defendants ~ endeavoured . to 
explain “their object but -the 
detective took them into custody 
and brought them to two Indian 
constables, In the meantime, first 
defendant slipped the- money ‘to 
second tefendant who gave it to 
the detective to get his release and 
“save face.” Later on the police 
were satisfied that defendants’ 
statements about hospital subs¢rip- 
tions were true. ‘ :
